The President Takes Her From 
Del Monte to San Francisco—A 
Bone Felon Adds to Her Suffering.

EL MONTE, May 12%—-The President and Mrs. 

McKinley left for San Frartcisco on a special train 

at 12:30 o’clock today. Mrs. McKinley was quite ill, 

but her condition was not serious. It was thought, 

best, however, to give her a complete rest in San 

Francisco. The President will rejoin his party at 

San Jose tomorrow, if Mrs. McKinley’s condition 
permits. | 


ARRIVAL IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] _ 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—The. sudden 
of Mrs. McKinley has caused an unexpected change in 
the itinerary of President McKinley. He arrived in 
this city quietly this afternoon, several hours ahead of 
the time scheduled. The state of Mrs. McKinley’s 
health was such this morning that the President de- 
cided to leave Del Monte and bring his wife to this 
city immediately to the home of Henry T. Scott, where 
she could have complete rest for a few days and where 
a specialist could be consulted if necessary. 

~~ A special of two cars and a locomotive was made 
up from the President's special, and at 12:30 o'clock 
the President, Mrs. McKinley, Miss Barber, the Presi- 
dent’s niece, Secretary Cortelyou and wife, Dr. Rixey 
and H. T. Scott and wife left Del Monte ‘or San Fran- 
cisco, leaving the remainder of the Presidential perty 
at Del Monte. | 

Only a few hundred greeted: the. President | 
his arrivalgin this city. coming, was 
generally known, and only those who chanced to see 
the bulletins posted by the ‘newspapers announcing 
that the President would reach the city at 4 o'clock 
p.m., awaited his train. The President, in order to 
avoid the crowd that was expected to assemble at the 
Southern Pacific depot at Third and Townsend streets, 
left the train with his little party at Valencia street, a 
station in the southern part of the city. 

When the train, consisting of a baggage car and 
the President's special coach, stopped at Valencia 
street, Mrs. McKinléy was carried in a steamer chair 
by two colored porters from the private car to a closed 
carriage in waiting. She was heavily veiled. The 
President and Dr. Rixey followed close behind.

CROWDS IN SAN FRANCISCO.

8S.... FRANCISCO, May 12.—When 
th: Presidential party left the Valen- 
cia-street station, Chief of Police Sul- 
livan and Capt. Wittman rode ahead 
in a buggy, and on each side of the 
carriage were two mounted policemen. 
The mounted escort had its hands full, 
and did its work well. The news spread 
that the guarded carriage contained 
the President and his wife, and crowds 
gathered along the route. Men, 
women and children rushed into the 
street, but were turned back by the 
police. Vehicles of all sorts tried to 
crowd up close, but they were quickly 
ferced back to the sidewalk. 

Cars were stopped at each crossing.

THE CRISIS IN CHINA 


GOOD FRIEND 
IN RUSSIA. 


Official Statement from 
St. Petersburg. 


No Coercive Measures 
Taken by Czar. 


Fundamental Principles Set 
Forth on Which Peace 
Has Been Sought. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, May 18.—According to 
a specia} from Washington to the 
Heraid, Russia's efforts to facilitate 
the negotiations respecting China, and 
to hasten the withdrawal of foreigr 
troops from the Celestial empire, are 
the subject ef an official mote, a copy 
of which has just been received in 
Washington. It contains the first com- 
plete official statement of the course 
of the Russian government that has 
been made. 

The statement of Russia's policy was 
made simultaneously with her official 
declaration that, while maintaining the 
present temporary situation in Man- 
churia, in order to preserve peace, the 
imperial government is content’ to 
calmly await events. It declares yvir- 
tually that Russia has kept steadily 
in view of the fact that in sending 
her troops into China. no hostile 
intent was entertained toward China; 
on the contrary, their presence was 
for the purpose of rendering effective 
aid to the government of China in its 
struggle agnrinst the insurgents. 

The note 's a lengthy review of diplo- 
matic development:, beg.nning with 
the steps taken by tne powers to seek 
an unaerstanding of the alarming we- 
currences' in China last year. The 
note further states that Russ.a, with- 
out s.parating herseif from tne com- 
mon action of the ctner powera, by 1e9- 
son of ner special relations with Ch na 
as an adjoining .ountiy, was od.ieed to 
reserve a certain freedom cf action and 
to avod ot part in engagem 
«ppoced to her interests cr contrary to 
her historical iraditions. The note 
stites explicitly that, “contrary to the 

vice of certain powers,’’ Russia de- 
clared openly from the bog nning that 
she was not at War wth the Chinese 
em pire. 

“As to the litical programme of 
Russia,” the cfficial statem«nt contir- 
ues, “that 8 to say, the immed ate eb- 
jects she hai in view, they were set 
forth in the first official declarat.on 
made in re at on to Chinese affairs, and 
are stated as foilows:

The 
streams from the fireboat Battle were 
centered on this yard, but they had no 
effect in staying the flames. The four- 
inch streoms were turned into steam 
almost Before they reached the burn- 
ine piles of poles. 

The plant of the Maltby Lumbor 
Company was the last one on the river 
benk, and it was soon destroyed, to- 
gether with a large stock of cedar 

. which was stored in the com- 
pany’s yard. 

When darkfiess fell the glare from 
the burning poles illuminated the sky 
for miles. The fremen worked on the 
fire almost all nicht. to keep it from 
spreading to other property. for they 
reclized that it wovld simply have to 
burn itself out in the Western Union 
Storage yards. 

While this fire was burning, the 
lumber yard of G. A. Rauph & Co. 
of Ecorse, about a mile from Del 
Ray. was fet on fire by sparks from a

Tt is possible 
for any foreign citizen resident in Con- 
stantinople te receive his mails di- 
rectly upon application to the post- 
office at his embassy. The privilege is 
not limited to embassy attachés or of- 
ficial. mail, and this fact has rong ee 
a matter of discontent for the rks, 
who, having sought to improve their 
own postal service by placing it under 
the direction of German experts, feel 
that they have a right te get rid of 
these foreign offices, which they claim 
facilitates muddling.

BELIEVES HIM INNOCENT. 

Mrs. W. O. Winters, the aged mother 
of J. Ross Winters, was seen at her 
home, No. 870 Pasadena avenue, last 
evening. She was much perturbed 
over the accusations brought against 
her son, but stoutly maintained his in- 
nocence, saying: “Of course, it is a 
false end foolish statement that our 
boy could kill any , 
what makes it so much harder for us 
to bear. They always lived happily 
together; I never saw a happier couple, 
and it was always ‘sweetheart’ with 
them. 

“They were married two years ago 
here in Los Angeles without our know!- 
edge, but for all that they always got 
on together without even a quarrel. 
The accusation that our boy killed her 
is untrue and unjust. Why, she had 
nobody but him. MHer folks, none of 
them, lived in this part of the country, 
and we haven't even a picture of her 
now.

WHO THE WOMAN WAS. 

Mrs. Grace Winters formerly resided 
at Pomona, where she met her hus- 
band, J. Ross Winters. She was 
known as Grace Daniels and was the 
adopted daughter of Mrs. H. H. 
lela, who lived on Third street, and 
kept a boarding-house. Mrs. Daniels, 
who went to Pomona tn 1887 from Rug- 
gies, ©., with the girl, took the latter 
when an infant from a foundiling home 
in West Cleveland, ©., the baby hav- 
ing been found on the st’ eet. 

The girl attended school at Pomona 
and was at one time engaged to W. J. 
Pending, a young English drug clerk. 
After the «ogagement was broken, she 
met Winters, who had a general repu- 
tation for shiftlereness, and they were 
married under strong protest from | frs.

J. Ross Winters is the youngest of 
five sons of Mr. and Mrs. W. O. Win- 
ters of No. 870 Pasadena avenue, this 
city. The family came to California 
several years ago from Rising Sun, 
Ind.. and for a number of years re- 
sided at Pomona. One of the sons was 
for a time engaged in the drug busi- 
ness there. 

The man who is today to be charged 
with murder is nearly six feet tall, 
has black curly hair, blue eyes, and 
open features. He is of fair complexion 
and good looking. For several weeks 
he has been engaged as a driver for 
the California Truck Company, and 
has generally borne a goed reputation, 
both here and in Pomona. 

His father is a veteran of the Civil 
War, who lost his hearing through the 
explosion of a cannon at the battle 
of Gettysburg. The brothers are 
Charies, of this city: Sam and Fred, 
who live at Buena Park: Byron of 
Bigsbee, and Wayren 8., who for some 
time has been proprietor of a saloon 
at Redondo.

BUFFALO'S 
BIG FAIR. 


Between the Opening 
and Dedication. 


Progress in the Work 
of Preparation. 


Shape on the Open- 
‘ing Day. 


BY RICHARD H. GARRY. | 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.1 
BUFFALO (N. Y.) May 4.—The chief 
difference between, before and after 
May 1 at the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion is in the price of admission. Fifty 
cents is now charged where 25 cents 
paid for entrance before. Workmen 
are not so much in evidence as they 
were earlier in the week, though the 


conspicuous outside work has been 
completed. Scaffoldings are down, 
painting done, rubbish pretty well 
cleared away, the statuary nearly all 
placed, and the work of the garden- 
ers, the making of flower beds, plant- 


jing of grass and straightening up of 


canal edges, all but completed. . The 
foundation of things has been pushed 
to an advanced stage, and it is difficult 
to realize how rapidly work can pro- 
gress after it hag reached this point. 
Inside, booths are seemingly springing 
into existence in a night, though prep- 
aration for their buliding may have 
occupied two weeks, Outside, the vis- 
itor of one morning sees many rods of 
paving that the visitor of the morning 
before had not dreamed of. 

There are few visitors, however. I¢ 
is generally known that May 1 was but 
the day for official opening. Many 
thousands, the pre@xposition attend- 
ance being as high as 26,000 on the last 
Sunday in April, had visited the 
grounds and were aware of the condi- 
tion there. It was ecasily seen that 
complete readiness could not be reached 
on May 1. So the birth of the exposi- 
tion was little heralded. On its natal 
Gay the rejoicing that resounded 
through the city and was echoed over 
America was subdued. Though 
marked, it is now waiting for the for- 
mal dedication, May 20. before its 
greatest enthusiasm is displayed. 

Everywhere, more especially among 
the Midway people, there is self-con- 
gratulation at the prospect now for en- 
tire readiness on May 2.

Decoration is in better shape than 
almost any other feature of the expo- 
sition proper. The festive appearance, 
so welcome a sight on opening day, 
still prevails inside, and these condi- 
tions will remain unchanged through- 
out the duration of the fair. The flags 
are furled, except those on the Gov- 
ernment Building, where: the banners 
of the United States fly In spite of in- 
termittent showers and in the absence 
of a holiday. 

There is some scaffolding to be seen 
in the State and foreign section. Wis. 
consin and Hondyras, and the build- 
ings for the A.O.U.W. and for the 
Maccabees, are waiting now for occu- 
pancy, and they alone are in that 
condition. Of the two band stands on 
the Esplanade, one is being used by 
the band of the Sixty-fifth Regiment, 
while on the other carpenters are plac- 
ing the filigreed decorations of staff. 
The third band stand, in the Plaga, be- 
hind the Tower, is being used by the 
Seventy-fourth Regiment Band. In 
the spacious Temple of Music, where 
the elaborate musical programme will 
be ‘held on the 20th, the pipe organ, 
the second largest in the country, has 
just been placed.

Sins.” She said: 


Is there any place in the new 
thought for the old doctrine of grace? 
Sin ig a crime against life—the trans- 
gression of som, law of body or mind 
by which degeneracy sets in. This 
view of sin changes the whole theory 
of salvation, for morality {fs life for 
living purposes. The man is moral who 
helps in living processes. 

“The old struggie for salvation was 
a struggle to escape consequences. This 
can never be. The work of salvation 
under the newer dispensation is to 
join with nature to restore. Once in 
harmony with nature, life pours in to 
re-create, All means which bring new 
life forgive sins, The new thought 
dispels mental confusion, which brings 
sin. A new tide of strong emotion vivi- 
fles, renews, saves. Moral power, like 
physical power. is eelf-perpetuating 
and leads to larger life. Sin is accident; 
the order, the law, is life-growth. ‘Not 
one jot or one tittle of the new law 
shall pass till all has been fulfilled.’ 

“Love is the fulfilling of the law. The 
spiritual is stronger than the physical. 
The universe is sound and whole at 
its core. Hope and courage and salva- 
tion in a very real sense. Our forgive- 
ness gives this to the lost. It is not Je- 
sus alone who can say: ‘I am come that 
ye might have life;’ ‘Whoso’s sins ye 
remit are remitted unto them.’ 

“Mary Magdalen was forgiven be- 
cause she loved much. 

“‘Our world must grow 


Free to will wrongly. 
No sudden magic 
Only miracle of love's renewing.’ ” 
“The Spirit of God and You.” 
ESTERDAY morning, at the First 
Baptist Church, Rev. Joseph Smale 
preached from the text, “I will put 
my spirit within you.” He said in 
part: 
“This is a part of the covenant of 
grace, and a promise which is ful- 
filled wherever there is a renewed 
heart. The subject of the spirit is 
exercising the minds of Christians 
everywhere, and I submit that every 
one of us should be persuaded of the 
truth of the spirit of God. It is not 
uncommon to meet with a variety of 
concepts upon this subject, that are 
anything but creditable’ when they 
come from supposedly Christian minds. 
One man regards the spirit as but 
an influence. Another, while he speaks 
of the spirit as a person, yet fails to 
magnify His office and work. A third 
is without any convictions. The spirit 
of God to him is scarcely more than 
a meaningless phrase. Now this state 
of things ought not to be, and I pity 
that man who is not persuaded of the 
precious truth of God's spirit. If I 
speak to any such, believe me the sub- 
ject is worthy of your attention and 
deep study. 

“A truth is important and to be em- 
phasized to the extent of its place and 
prominence in the scriptures. This is 
why we make much of believer's bap- 
tism. There is not a multitude of 
references on this subject in the word, 
be.we find it in the great commission. 
In the same breath that Christ com- 
manded us to preach the gospel, He 
commanded us to baptize, and there- 
fore We dare not take it out of its 
divine setting. It is not we who make 
believer’s baptism important, but our 
Lord and Master who said, “Thus it 
becometh us to fulfill all righteousness.’ 
On the same principle we make much 
of the promises of which there are 
thirty thousand in the Bible, and con- 
cerning wich we are told they are 
‘Yea and amen in Christ Jesus.’ On 
the same principal we make much 
of ayer. When God says we should 
pray without ceasing, and to pray 
about everything affecting our welfare 
and His word and cause, then we sin if 
we do not urge one another to pray, 
and to keep up the prayer life of the 
church. 

“Let me say that on the same prin- 
ciple do we make much of the spirit 
of God. He has a most dignified place 
in the scheme of redemption. Christ 
is set forth as the Savior, but con- 
sider what the spirit of God did in the 
preparation for man’s salvation. We 
owe the incarnation to Him. Christ 
was born of the spirit. At His baptism 
in Jor@an the spirit descended and 
abode upon Him. Does Christ's life 
call forth the astonishment of men 
in all ages? It does so because that 
life was lived so siniessliy and won- 
drously in the power of the spit. 
Christ offered Himself the sinner’s 
atoning sacrifice through the eternal 
spirit. He was quickened from the 
dead by the spirit, and by the spirit 
He gave commandments unto the 
apdsties. Christ's title is Comforter, 
but He described the spirit as another 
comforter. He said: ‘It is expedient 
that I leave you, for if I do not He 
will not come to you.’ And inasmuch 
as Christ tells us that the spirit’s des- 
tination is the body of man, I cannot 
conceive that we can make too much of 
the spirit of God. Surely we ought to 
be intensely interested in one who is 
to sustain such a vital nearness. How 
can we read the great mysteries of 
Christ dwelling with sinners, and God 
the Father, God the Son, and God the 
Holy Ghost, dwelling in sinners and 
not. feel that those mysteries call forth 
our wonder and reverence and adoring 
thought. 

“The truth fs that a Christian is im- 
possible without the spiri Ww 
the ristian life in the’spirit, and if 

pirit, he is not 


Christ is impossible without the spirit. 
We are a building without God, if we 
have not been builded together for an 
habitation of God through Him. And 
further let me say, Christian service is 
also impossible without the spirit. God 
would have me proclaim to you that 
the spirit for the Christian and the 
church is the one indispensable and 
all-sufficient blessing. Your every need 
and pleasure is comprehended in His 
responses to the human heart. Have 
ye, then, received the Holy Ghost?”

‘Exposure of Black Magic. 
EV. J. 8S. THOMSON, pastor of

“Black magic is sometimes called the 
black art,” he said. “Modern magicians 
pretend that they have supernatural

They make use of ruri- 
ous dark schemes to win confidence, 
and to make money out of their vic- 
tims. In the early ages of Christianity. 
when people were nearly as credu' «is 
and as superstitious as they are to- 
day, the cmissaries of black magic op- 

the preachers of Christ's gospel. 
Simon, the magician, had the reputa- 
tion of being ‘some great one.’ He had 
succeeded so well in his pretensions 
that he won confidence and made much 
money. For base and selfish purposes 
he persuaded Philip to baptise him 
and to receive him as a member of the 
church. Peter, however, soon detected 
Simon's scheme and wickedness, and 
condemned his shameless and bold 
hypocrisy. 
_“Bar-Jesus, another audacious ma- 
gician, sought to destroy Paul's influ- 
ences; and Paul condemned him, and 
he became blind. At Ephesus, Paul 
encountered several magicians, and 
converted some of them. The Bible 
oppose all kinds of black magic. It is 
a curious fact that morbid scepticism 
and sorcery flourish together. When 
religious faith waned in Chaldea, in 
Egypt. and in Rome, the _ sorcerers 
were popular and successful. When 
magicians pretend to cure mind and 
body by some dark supernatural 
process, we may be sure that they are 
bold deceivers. The surest way to se- 
cure health and sanity is to study 
Christ's gospel and to follow His ex- 
ample.

The 
Greek was the language of culture, the 
most perfect ever spoken, and through 
these channels we receive the language 
of heaven.

Christ’s Ideal of Social Life. 

T THE First Congregational 

Church Sunday morning Rev. Wil- 

liam Horace Day, the junior pas- 
ter, preached on “Christ's Appeal to 
Man’s Social Nature.” He said that 
Jesus was often asked to dinner. He 
was not afraid to share the conven- 
tional social life of His time. Many 
think théy can be acceptable to God 
only ast hey are unsocial towards men. 
Jesus's idea of holiness was not to 
starve any part of life, but to use 
every side of human nature in the 
right way. He appeals to that side of 
a man which yearns for companion- 
ship. He appeals to the social nature 
in three ways: By presenting an ideal 
of social life, by teaching that ideal 
is an inherent ob!igation and by tcach- 
ing that His ideal of social life is a 
privilege. 

‘There are two types of social life,” 
said Rev. Day, “one centering in the 
private hospitality of the home and 
the other expressed in the courtesies 
of public places. In the fourteenth of 
Luke we find His law for the first 
type and in the fifth of Matthew we 
read His law for the public social life. 
He accepts the ideal of His time and 
adds to it a new motive and completer 
form. Turning the paradoxical form 
of His word to that of literal state- 
ment we find He commanded men not 
only to invite those they liked, but a's90 
the socially unprivileged as well. In the 
command not to salute only one’s 
brethren, but to broaden out the pub- 
lic social duties ‘till it included the 


Jess fortunate, Jesus appealed to the 


same principle of what social life 
should be. A social life based upon 
the same spirit which made the Heav- 
enly Father kind to the ungrateful 
and the evil; not because they deserve 
it. "but because ey need. 
“This is an inherent obligation, for 
to no man does the world owe a living, 
each owes the world oa life: The 
fact that every man receives body, 
mind, education, pleasure and all good 
things from the past, that he did not 
arn but received, lays him under in- 
rent obligation to make his life 
count for humanity. Jesus emphasized 
this truth when He taught that even 
the most complete discipleship is after 
all like the unprofitable servant, as far 
as paying God and humanity wpat 
we owe.

MORMONS IN CALIFORNIA. 4 
Important Part Played by the Mor- 
mon Pioneers in the Early History 


of the Golden State. 
[Deseret News:] 


' J Angeles, by General Kearney. That 


order was rescinded, however, and the 
batailion marched to San Diego. It 
later returned to the San Luis del Rey 
mission and after being drilled in army 
tactics for about a month at that place, 
it*'moved on into Los Angeles. That 
city, which is now the pride and glory 
of California and has been the delight 
of tourists and invalids for a score of 
years, was then an old Spanish town, 
and was inhabited by vile and desper- 
ate characters. And it should be em- 
blazoned in letters of undying luster, 
that while surrounded by these charac- 
tres not only in Los Angeles but in 
Santa Fé, and everywhere they went, 
the “Mormon” soldiers maintained a 
moral and upright wa and were 
never once induced to engage in a 
dishongrable act. They respected the 
rights of property even while famine 
was gnawing at their vitals, and by 
minding their own business they gen- 
erally avoided quarrels, but when 
forced upon them they sustained them- 
selves like brave men, as many a 
whipped Spaniard can testify. At this 
time the dogs in Los Angeles were 
more numerous than the human beings 
an the commanding officer ordered 
them all to be shot. The canine mags- 
acre which followed was such as to 
live long in the memories of the sol- 
diers. sports engaged in at that 
time were principally cock fights and 
dull fights, and the unbridled 
carousals were anything but elevating. 


On the Fourth of July, 1847 the Stars 
and Stripes were hoisted on the plaza, 
and the patriotism of the soldiers found 
expression in scngs and oratory. The 
time of enlistment was now nearly out, 
and the officers used every means in 
their power to induce the members of 
t battalion to retnlist. They said 
that the Californians would revolt as 
soon as the battalion left the State, 
but If it remained they would be afraid 
to attempt such a thing. But all those 
brave men wanted to return to their 
families and friends, who, in turn, were 
also carving out most memorable pages 
in American history. One company re- 
mained, however. With that exception 
the battalion was mustered out on July 
16, 1847 and the men at once began a 
match of 500 miles, and on August 26th, 
cam on the banks of the American 
Rivér, where the city of Sacramento 
now stands. They soon after moved on 
to Sutter's fort and on the promise of 
employment by Capt” John A. Sutter 
and James Marshall most of them de- 
cided to remain until the following 
summer. Messrs. Sutter and Marshall 

forty or fifty of the battalion 
to construct a grist mill and a saw mill, 
the latter to belong to Mr. Marshall. 


The “Mormons” were the first to stand-/ 


on the site of the mill, and between 
January 15th and 2th, 1848, the mill 
was.completed. The building of the mill 
would have been impossible at that 
time had it not been for the “Mormons” 
who alone possessed the skill and the 
ability to construct it, because they 
had among them millwrights, carpen- 
ters and mechanics of alj kinds. 

On January 23rd, 1848, the eye of 
James Marshall was attracted to the 
bed of the mill race by some yellow 
substance that was lying there. He 
secured a handful the substance 
and, after examining it, declared in an 
excited manner to his companion, 
(James 8. Brown, of the “Mormon” 
battalion) that it was gold. Brown 
took such small stock in the discovery 
that he never even mentioned it to his 
companions that night. ,The next 
morning Marshall came to Brown with 
his hat full of the yellow rocks, and 
Brown, seizing a handful of it, cried 
out, “Gold, boys, gold!”’ and the thrill 
of those magic words filled every man 
in the camp and then spead over the 
world with their potent spell. A search 
was then instituted, and many claims 
that have since enriched hundreds of 
thousands, with the exception of those 

discovered them, located 


by the battalion boys. 3 


The exciting. news Was soon carried 
© San Francisco and was first pub- 
lished to the world in Brannan’s paper. 
At first the story was ridiculed but 
when the evidence of its truth was laid 
out before the eyes of the world, doubt 
fled and in its place rushed the wild

Duri the two months following 
these es prices jumped upward, and 
it is estimated: that had Mr. Kinney 
sold his sheep two months later than 
he did he would have received $440,(09,

This loco- 
motive is built with the Vanderbilt 
boiler, which was designed by Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, and has occasioned 
a good deal of public as well as sci- 
entific interest. At a meeting of a 
scientific association last February, 8. 
M. Vauclain, who ie the expert au- 
thority, practically the constructing 
engineer of the Baldwin Works of 
Philadediphia, stated that one of the 
most important and recent improve- 
ments in the construction and opera- 
tion of locomotives is what is known 
as the Vanderbilt bolier. ‘This boil- 
er.” said Mr. Vauclain, “was designed, 
and introduced by Cornelius Vander- 
bilt and gives great promise for the fu- 
ture. The rapidity with which the 
fire box can be renewed and the ab- 
sence of usual repairs on a locomotive 
commend it.” 

That was high tribute from an au- 
thority which has ,world-wide recogni- 
tion. Mr. Vauclain went on to say, 
however, that the very fact that this 
boiler had been designed and intro- 
duced by Mr. Vanderbilt was probably 
something of a handicap, because had 
it been brought forward by 8.me one 

inconspicuous name it woulfl have 
ttracted attention at once ~- wholly 
upon its merits, whereas the fact that 
a member of the family which has 
heretofore been exclusively distin- 
guished for its development of our 


and financial side had now offered an 
apparatus that required wnusual 
knowledge and ability to construct, 
tight lead to the suspicion thst the 


fact that a Vanderbilt had conceived 
and made it. 
ROMANTIC POINT OF VIEW. 

Of course, the fact that Cornelius 
Vanderbilt has been attracted to the 
scientific, mechanical side of the rail- 
way development, and that his ability 
as a scientist gives promise of match- 
ing in its achievements the ability dis- 
played by his father, grandfather a 
great-grandfather as railway mafnag- 
ers, of itself atttracts public atten- 
tion to his work. There is inevitable 
the romance point of view, just as 
there was when it was announced upon 
the highest scientific authority that 
Peter Cooper had perfected an appar- 
atus which seemed to totally revolu- 
tionize the use of electricity for light- 
ing purposes. And yet, after all,. the 
Vanderbilt apparatus itself gives 
promise of being of far more conse- 
quence than any mere romantic or 
personal interest that may attach to 
it. Mr. Vauclain, in an address upon 
the locomotives of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries, delivered recently, 
made some interesting statements as 
to the Vanderbilt boiler. He said that 
he had intended himself to make some 
test of the Vanderbilt engine, and 
through Mr. Vanderbilt had been able 
to make arra ents with the New 
York Central people for as extensive 
tests as he desired to make. He was 
able to do this by means of comparing 
the work of the Vanderbilt engine with 
another locomotive exactly like the 
Vanderbilt. excepting that it did not 
carry the Vanderbilt boiler. The tests 
made by Mr. Vauclain showed, he raid, 
that there was a marked economy in 
the use of fuel, amounting to about 
10 per eent. in favor of the Vanderbilt 
apparatus. “This caused surprise,” 
said Mr. Vauclain, for it was an un- 
os for and wnexpected turn of af- 

rs.” 

This certainly is testimony of the ut- 
most importance. It comes from a man 
whose experience in the manufacture 
of locomotives as a scientific engineer 
is probably not exceeded by that of any 
other professional mechanic. 

THE NEW LOCOMOTIVE. 

It was under Mr. Vauclain’s super- 
vision that the locomotive now placed 
upon exhibition at Buffalo was con- 
structed. The total weight of this 
locomotive is 167,000 pounds without 
the tender. It has the latest develop- 
ment of the Vanderbilt boiler, the fire 
box is a corrugated-stee] cylinder, 59 
inches in internal diameter, 11 feet 2 
inches long and % of an inch thick. 
The tablet upon the boiler is No. 15, 
indicating that when this engine was 
constructed there were already four- 
teen others upon which the Vanderbilt 
boiler had been placed. There are in 
fact in use in the United States six 
of these Vanderbilt engines upon the 
Mexican Central, two upon the Balti- 
m and Ohio, two upon the Union 
Paci and others are under construc- 
tion which are to be placed in service 
upon the Union Pacific, the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburgh, Chicago 
and Great Western. The locomotive 
exhibited at Buffalo will later be placed 
in service upon the Illinois Central, 
and is especially designed for fast- 
freight traffic, and will probably be 
used for the most part in hauling fruit 
oaone from the orchards to the mar- 

ets. 

Mr. Vauciain making the test 
upon the New yok Central road, dis- 
covered, as he said, that there was an 
economy in favor of the Vanderbilt 
apparatus of about 10 per cent. in the 
use of fuel. But it is probable that Mr. 
Vanderbilt himself looks upon the 
chief advantage to be gained from the 
use of his invention as economy in re- 
pairs. In this opinion Mr. Vauclain 
agrees with him to the extent of say- 
ing that the use of this apparatus
